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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7-17, 19, 21 , 24, and 26-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: This invention deals with an electrical compression connector having a second 
radius of curvature that is about 25% smaller than the first radius of curvature (claims 1 
& 15). This invention also deals with an electrical compression connector wherein the 
third conductor receiving channel comprises two opposing surfaces and a side surface 
between the opposing concave surfaces having a substantially flat shape (claims 13, 
21 , & 24). The above stated claim limitations, in combination with other claim 
limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 2-4 and 7-12 
are depended upon allowed claim 1, claim 14 is depended upon allowed claim 13, 
claims 16-17 and 19 are depended upon allowed claim 15, claims 26-30 are depended 
upon allowed claim 24, and therefore all of the claims are allowed.
